Prepare the ground thoroughly, and have the top 
soil in the finest mechanical condition. We strongly 
recommend that the grass be sown alone, and not with 
a grain crop, as a better stand is attained and more 
profitable results. 

The best time for sowing in the fall isin September 
or October. Ifin the spring, February, March or April. 
Coveriny should be done with a roller or light harrow. 
Do not sow too little seeds to the acre, and always use 
the best quality that can be obtained.
